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If it were not for the surveyor's 
level it would probably be impossi­ 
ble to state that the Saltón Sea lies 
so many feet below sea level. 
There 
are other means o f determining ele­ 
vation but not to the nicety o f a 
fraction of a foot that 
the 
level 
makes 
practicable. 
Driving 
along 
the highway one has nothing brought 
to his attention that sea 
level 
is 
reached 011 the desert except the 
sign just north o f Indio. 
It is a reg 
ular highway sign so may be taken 
as possessing merit. 


Even after the many trips I 
have made to the Saltón Sea 
district it is distinctly a novelty 
to know that this area is really 
below sea level and if the course 
of the natural drainage were not 
controlled would again become 
a 
great 
lake, 
reaching 
from 
north of Indio, to the moun­ 
tains and south to the great delta 
barrier built by 
the 
Colorado 
River. 


The road around the Saltón Sea 
is easily passable and a circle o f this 
body of w ater is a trip o f interest. 
A t Mecca the road leads from the 
main highway, following the 
rail­ 
road to Niland where it turns right 
toward the main north and 
south 
highway. 


T o the east lie the mud hills 
and 
beyond, 
the 
Chocolate 
mountains. 
Sharp eyes will dis­ 
tinguish the ancient 
shoreline 
and wave cut terraces. 
Looking 
south over the lake is an ocean 
view as the southern shore is 
invisible. 
There always seems to be reluc­ 
tance on the part o f the motorists 
to stop, always the urge to 
hurry 
along, so most o f 
the 
interesting 
things are missed completely by the 
speedometer driver. 
A bout twenty 
miles south of M ecca is an excellent 
locality to rest from riding by taking 
a short walk. 
Look carefully and 
you will find shells, several kinds, 
one is tiny and tells a story of the 
fresh water lake that once extended 
to the terraces seen in the distance. 
There are many kinds o f small rocks 
strewn over the flat, each tells a story 
o f its own; I brought home a box 
full to inspect at my leisure. 
This 
seemingly waste stretch is bursting 
with interest if one can fit the parts 
o f the picture together. 
The mud pots are worth a 
visit. 
A fter inspecting the mud 
cones ponder on the “ w hy” of 
the feature. 
It is tied up with 
subterranean hot rock and pos­ 
sibly with a fault that lies in that 
vicinity. 
T he steam escapes at 
this point of weakness causing 
the mud to bubble and build the 
cones; at other places it forms 
steam jets. 
A n old pair of shoes 
is desirable if much exploration 
is to be done. 
W e arrived at M ullet Island, only 
a short drive from the mud pots, to 
find there is no island, but it was 
carefully explained that the 
rock 
knob was once an island and with 
the recession o f the Saltón Sea lost 
its island identity but retained 
its 
name. 
O ld Captain Davis conduct­ 
ed a fishing business there, seining 
for mullet, hence the name. 
A walk about the island dis­ 
closes the effect of subterranean 
heat; several wells have been 
drilled from which 
hot 
water 
gushes. 
O ne is a small geyser, 
erupting once a day. 
O n the 
flats is a constant bubbling in 
the pools of water. 


The bid captain has passed on. His 
paintings decorate the exterior 
o f 
the building; his canvases hang in­ 
side; his museum is well filled with 
many miscellaneous articles but the 
real interest has departed. A s I look­ 
ed about I could imagine the great 
“ tales" the old man told his visitors. 
I certainly would have enjoyed hear­ 
ing him explain the mud pots.. 


A few miles to the west of 
Mullet Island are several buttes 
that intrigued my fancy and 
after some wandering about we 
finally arrived at Red Hill. 
It 
was composed of extrusive ig­ 
neous rock. 
I hardly expected 
that. 
It was late so I was only 
able to make a hurried inspec­ 
tion of a small portion o f the hill 
and collect some obsidian. There 
will be a return visit. 
T he road west led directly to 
W estm orland where we turned north 
to visit Travertine Rock, but it was 
dark by the time we reached it, so 
I was forced to forego adding trav­ 
ertine to my assortment o f several 
hundred pounds o f rocks collected 
en route. 
It is a failing of mine to 
arrive home w ith about one-quarter 
o f a ton o f rocks but my very good 
excuse is that they will fit nicely in 
the new fireplace.

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“UNITED WE STAND" 
(By Larry Ho) 
In a g reat speech A braham Lincoln laid down 
th e sim ple precept: 
“A house divided against it­ 
self cannot stand!” Y ears la te r he said th a t this 
one thing would be his personal choice if he w ere 
asked to say w hat w ord of his he wished to be 
rem em bered. 
His entire life w as given to the 
ta sk of “binding up the nation’s w ounds,” so as to 
prevent the disunion of popular sentim ent, 
and 
therefore guarantee th e continuing power of the 
Union. So passionate w as this faith th at he could 
not contem plate dispassionately the philosophy of 
those who would sacrifice the Union to guarantee 
som e specific advantage th at loomed 
large 
in 
th eir own minds. 
He believed th at all good things could be prop­ 
erly obtained if first of all we m aintained a re a ­ 
sonable unity of sentim ent in governm ent; and 
th a t anything of seem ing im m ediate advantage 
would probably be finally sacrificed, if it w ere es­ 
tablished through processes of destruction th at 
left the nation divided into bitterly opposed fac­ 
tional cam ps. 
He gave his life for that ideal. 
In the m any readjustm ents now going on in 
our country, engendering as they do a vast va­ 
riety of opinion, and, all too often, a considerable 
bitterness of feeling, it would be well to rem em ber 
this w arning: “A house divided against itself can­ 
not stand.” 
We are greatly in need today of a 
revival of the spirit of unity am ong all our people. 
The country is vastly larger th a n it was in Lin­ 
coln’s tim e, and its developm ent has naturally 
created sharper distinctions betw een sections and 
groups. 
All groups and all sections of the coun­ 
try do not have the sam e im m ediate needs and 
objectives and this very fact tends to the creation 
of rancors and divisions. 
A constant reiteration of differences of opin­ 
ion, unless m arked by good tem per and a deep 
sense of all men having a common interest, can 
readily lead to the m enace th a t proceeds from 
chaos. As long as there is hum an selfishness we 
shall see all men striving for personal advantage 
and often to the disregard of the common advan­ 
tage. But wise men will always understand th a t 
the amelioration of w rongs proceeds with g re a t­ 
est certainty when all groups and classes discuss 
their problem s on the basis of common interest, 
arguing out their individual desires against 
the 
background of a common consciousness th a t all 
go up or down together. 
In our brief history, we have gone through 
some desperate situations, all of which finally 
cam e to reasonable solution by an aw akened pop­ 
ular sense of the necessity of sinking the indivi­ 
dual in the m ass. The C onstitutional convention 
w as close to the rocks again and again, and al­ 
w ays saved by the willingness of bitter opponents 
to forget for the m om ent that they had individual 
opinions, and rem em ber th at they had a com mon 
destiny. 
Our salvation has been worked out not by any 
one class, but by a union of all clases. Historically 
we honor equally the conservative Lincoln and the 
radical Garrison. 
It has been proved again and 
again, th a t w hen men of all points of view dis­ 
pute w ithout bitterness and argue w ithout selfish­ 
ness, a general justice is won. 
It will be argued 
th a t some points of view are so violently opposed 
as to m ake harm ony impossible, and this is true. 
But these extrem es will always be successfully 
conquered if the body of popular sentim ent is clean 
and unselfish. Those who would deliberately op­ 
pose and oppress others are alw ays in the m inor­ 
ity and can be overcom e by the decent sentim ent 
of average m en when average m en fight not for 
vengeance but for justice. 
Today as we are m aking a new nation; we 
need the old unities as never before, the old loy­ 
alties th a t rem ind us of our com m on interest and 
common hope. We need again th e good old gos­ 
pel: 
“Now join your hands, and with your hands your 
hearts, 
T hat no dissension hinder governm ent.” 


P resident Roosevelt is fighting to prevent a 
divided house and every truly devoted citizen w ho 
dream s of a b etter world will stand back of him 
in his effort to establish a larger justice for all as 
opposed to an im perfect justice for some. T here 
is room for us all in the family circle if we have 
in our hearts a genuine love for our country and a 
genuine love or men. 
Despite th e often b itter 
contentions o today, caused by depression and op­ 
pression, and by m isunderstanding and 
selfish­ 
ness, we can live up to the spirit of Lincoln and 
m ake it prevail in this troubled nation. 
Let us listen prayerfully to Lincoln’s m agic 
and m ajestic w ords: “We are not enem ies 
but 
friends. 
We m ust not be enemies. 
Though p as­ 
sion m ay have strained it, it m ust not break our 
bonds of affection. 
The mystic chords of m em ­ 


ory, stretching from every battlefield and patriot 
grave to every loving heart and hearthstone all 
over this broad land, will yet swell the chorus of 
the Union, w hen again touched, as surely they 
will be, by the b etter angels of our n atu re.” 
We have all shared in the m aking of America, 
we m ust all share in the saving of America. 


T here is no gainsaying th a t conditions, so far 
as agriculture, are perking up. 
Two years ago 
agriculture appeared to be in a position of immi­ 
nent bankruptcy. There was no m oney to spend 
for the barest of necessities, say nothing about 
taxes and interest. 
D esperate and 
em battled 
farm ers w ere out a t num erous points stopping 
the operation of the due process of law 
under 
which their neighbors w ere losing th eir property. 
This has all been changed, notw ithstanding th at 
nature undertook to apply the coup de grace to 
agriculture by withholding norm al rainfall. 
Now 
th at much of the farm debt has been refinanced, 
ow ners of real estate are again being 
given 
a 
breathing spell, while the blow dealt by the drouth 
is som ew hat cushioned by the governm ent coming 
forw ard with its helpful relief m easures. Slowly 
but surely we are returning to a better state of_ af­ 
fairs in which we m ay all find cause for rejoicing. 


Probably no world-wide m ovem ent th a t has 
been proposed in the last half century has re­ 
ceived more unfavorable com m ent th an th a t of 
the League of N ations, yet it was this very league 
th at only the other day was responsible for the 
averting of another war. 
N otw ithstanding the 
opposition, the league represents grand dream s 
which have been too little realized. 
W ithout the 
league, it is m ost probable th at an o th er bloody 
w ar of hum ans would be raging now. Again hon­ 
est and thinking m en are realizing th a t the effort 
th at really cost the life of our beloved president, 
W oodrow Wilson, w as not a sacrifice in vain.— 
Jackson (Minn.) Pilot.

CONSOLIDATIONS 
¿ 
The November elections have cleared 
the 
way for some prom ising experim ents in county 
governm ent reorganizations, says 
R obert 
M. 
Paige, secretary of the Governm ent R esearch As­ 
sociation. He details some of the im portant pro­ 
posals put before the voters in m any states and 
points out th at in m ost cases sentim ent favored 
the changes. 
The favor of the voters, we believe, was more 
or less indicative of the times. It has been an era 
of putting the ins out and the outsiders in. Flor­ 
ida voters approved a constitutional am endm ent 
to perm it consolidation of the city of Jacksonville 
and Duval county. 
M ontana voters approved a 
constitutional am endm ent allowing the consolida­ 
tion of county offices. Citizens of Milwaukee voted 
to have their alderm anic representatives also rep­ 
resent them on the county board, thus reducing 
the num ber of elected officers. Voters of Milwau­ 
kee county approved an am endm ent perm itting 
consolidation of the duplicating service depart­ 
m ents now m aintained by the several governm en­ 
tal units within the m etropolitan area. 
Mr. 
Paige 
details 
sim ilar consolidations 
throughout the m any states, which, in the main, 
may result in economy of operation. Los Angeles 
county, we recall, approved a charter am endm ent 
which will perm it the county to perform munici­ 
pal services for any city desiring to co n tract for 
such arrangem ent. 
A nother charter am endm ent 
provides for the consolidation of the offices 
of 
county tax collector and county treasurer. 
It is not probable th a t m any cities, 
except 
possibly those im m ediately in the suburban area 
of Los Angeles, will even consider taking advan­ 
tage of the Los Angeles county offer to adm inis­ 
te r their affairs. It is the am bition of the southern 
m etr 
olis to extend its adm inistration even into 
other counties— the five-county plan being one of 
these am bitious schem es. 
T hat is som ething of 
an “im provem ent in adm inistration” w hich other 
southern counties will not soon approve. 
It is 
not conceivable, for instance, th a t the people of 
San B ernardino county would cheerfully submit 
to becom ing a part of Los Angeles county with a f­ 
fairs governed by Los Angeles politicians.—Red- / 
lands Facts.

STATE AUTHORITIES READY 
FOR LIQUOR CONTROL 
UNDER 
NEW 
LAW 


The duties expected of state agents 
in the enforcement of California's li­ 
quor laws were enumerated at Sacra­ 
mento by State Controller Riley. 
He said the agents will be expected 
to investigate all applicants for on- 
sale hard liquor licenses to determine 
if they are equipped with restaurant 
fa c ilitie s . 
They also will conduct a follow-up 
investigation of establishments denied 
licenses to ascertain whether they at­ 
tempt to violate' the law. 
A third duty will involve the making 
of reports to the board of all estab­ 
lishments found selling liquor in vio­ 
lation of the law and the fourth di­ 
rects 
investigations 
to 
determine 
whether establishments are being con­ 
ducted in an orderly manner. 
Beyond this scope Riley said the 
board will not go nut will put on the 
police of each locality the responsi­ 
bility for the conduct of its liquor 
establishments. 
The controller, a member or the 
State Board of Equalization which ad­ 
ministers the California Liquor Con­ 
trol Act, said its agents will make no 
raids and will submit only reports to 
the board for the purpose of action 
on licenses. 
In support of the state’s contention 
that strict enforcement is up to police, 
Riley said th at any attempt by the 
state to police the liquor traffic would 
necessitae the employment of 1000 
or 1500 men, which would require the 
expenditure of all liquor revenue on 
enforcement, leaving nothing for the 
distribution to the cities.

Washington—Farmers face in 1935 
the brightest prospect they have seen 
since 1930, provided weather condi­ 
tions return to normal. 


Statistics compiled by 
economists 
of the departm ent of agriculture and 
state colleges of agriculture indicate 
that prices will be higher in most 
commodities, th at surpluses, 
except 
cotton, will be reduced to normal, that 
production under all A.A.A, adjust­ 
ments will be expanded, that credit 
from both government and 
private 
sources will be easier to get, and that 
farm income will show some advance 
over the 1934 level of $6,000,000. 
Domestic demand for farm products 
is forecast at "slightly higher” than 
during 1934 when foreign demand ex­ 
pected to be "less favorable” and the 
difference in favor of a higher level 
of farm prices and income. 
In addi­ 
tion the relation of farm prices 
to 
prices of manufactured goods is ex­ 
pected to show further improvement 
during the coming year. 
After summing up all factors 
at 
work, the departm ent expressed the 
belief that the total cash income avail­ 
able for farm family living expenses 
will show “some further improvement" 
in 1935, although it may not be so 
large as the advance from 1933 to 
1934. and an increase in purchasing 
power of farm families may occur. 
Barring a repetition of last sum­ 
mer’s disastrous drought, which af­ 
fected 75 per cent of the farming area 
of the country blighted crops in 27 
states and reduced output of most of 
the principal farm commodities to the 
lowest levels since 1881, production 
is expected to return to normal 
or 
above. 
And, while expanded production un­ 
der A.A.A. adjustm ents may 
cause 
some downward trend in prices, the 
elimination of previous surpluses dur­ 
ing the past two years and larger sup­ 
plies available for marketing are ex­ 
pected to push the income level above 
that of 1934. 
Rental and benefit pay­ 
ments by the A.A.A. in return for re­ 
ducing acreage are expected to put 
about $500,000.000 in farm ers’ pockets. 
Groundwork for the generally favor­ 
able farm outlook for 1935 was laid 
during 1934 when, because of 
the 
worst drought the nation has 
ever 
known and A.A.A. production adjust­ 
ments. former surpluses of wheat, cat­ 
tle, sheep, corn, hops, cotton, milk, 
butter, sugar and other commodities 
w e r e J r a s tlc a lly re d u c e d o r e lim in a te d 
and prices began their upward swing. 
Farm debts were refinanced by the 
outpouring of more than $2,000,000,000 
in Federal funds, country banks were 
reopened, farm 
cooperatives 
were 
stimulated, benefit payments for crop 
reduction 
poured 
$550,000,000 
into

ordinance regulating signs, in order 
to control the unsightly beer signs 
maintained at many drinking places. 
The character of the signs is such as 
to cheapen the famous desert resort 
village, according to those making th e 
request. 
Supervisor Dillon reported that 71 
new buildings were under construc­ 
tion there this season and that the re­ 
quest was entitled to consideration.

An unusual plan, designed to array 
public support behind traffic laws and 
reduce automobile accidents, lias been 
formulated by E. Q. Sullivan, district 
engineer of the state highway depart­ 
m ent at San Bernardino. 
The program, intended to "m ake the 
punishm ent fit the crime,” would pro­ 
vide for impounding the offending driv­ 
er's car for varying periods, depend­ 
ing upon the results of the offense. 
For example, if a driver failed to ob­ 
serve a boulevard stop hut did not 
have an accident, the length of time 
his car was impounded would be com­ 
paratively short, if the accident was 
a fatal one, the car would be held for 
a long period. Drunkenness would 
call for higher penalties. 
Definite and mandatory sentences 
would be provided, with the courts 
having no alternative but to pronounce 
judgment. Suspended sentences would 
not be perm itted. 
Mr. Sullivan summarized his pro­ 
gram briefly as follows: 
1. Completely revise the present 
state code covering penalties for traf­ 
fic violations, inaugurating a plan of 
control by restraint rather than by 
punishment. 
2. Marshal public support behind a 
move to reduce accidents by Inaugura­ 
tion of the new code, which would be 
based solely on the seriousness of the 
consequences of law violation. 
3 Aid the courts by relieving them 
of the im portunities of friends of vio­ 
lators, who continually besiege judges 
for lenleucy. 
“I realize," he said by way of pre­ 
facing his explanation, "that 
with 
a program as revolutionary as this, 
many objections are sure to be raised, 
as well as possible legal hazards. This 
is merely my idea of a plan to correct 
a condition which must be corrected. 
I am not offering it as a legislative 
program nor am I presenting it in an 
official capacity." 
“The present situation with regard 
to traffic violations is much the sam e 
as revolved around the eighteenth 
amendment,” he declared. 
Both lack­ 
ed public support. Almost everyone 
drives an automobile, and it Is seldom 
that a m otorist takes his car out that 
he do»s not commit some infraction of 
the Jaw. 
"Yet, in his own mind, he is usually 
driving carefully. For example, the 
average m otorist may come up to a 
boulevard stop, see that the intersec­ 
tion is clear, and continue on without 
halting. If, however, he sees an ap­ 
proaching car which has the right-of- 
way, he will come to a full stop. 
“The same is true of speeding, cat­ 
ting corners, reckless driving and the 
various other form s of motor vehicle 
law violations. 
“The result has been an utter loss 
of public support of 
traffic laws, 
which, naturally, has been reflected 
in the courts. 
Your average jurist 
hesitates to penalize heavily where he 
realizes support is not behind the 
law. On top of that, if he does ''ac­ 
quire a reputation for heavy sentences, 
each defendant is certain to demand a 
jury trial. The jurors, most of them 
not in sympathy with the laws, will 
almost invariably acquit the violator. 
“Under this plan, a definite storage 
charge for the car would have to be 
provided, and the machine would be 
towed to the nearest public garage, 
there to remain until its “sentence” 
was up. The "sentences” would range 
for example, from a day for a boule­ 
vard stop violation without an acci­ 
dent to as long as three years for a 
fatal crash in which the violator was 
intoxicated.” 
Drunkenness, Mr. Sullivan believes, 
should call for heavy penalties. But 
he is just as firm a believer in heavy 
sentences for persons incom petent of 
driving a machine. 
“The person with bad eyesight.” he 
declared, “is just as much of a menace 
as the drunken driver. So is the man 
with physical disabilities which pre­ 
vent quick reactions in time of em er­ 
gency. A series of sim ple tests should 
be evolved to determ ine capability of 
driving.” 


T H E IN IT IA T IV E , R E F E R E N D U M 
A N D R E C A L L 
You may cry peace, peace but there 
is to he no peace. W ith the initiative, 
referendum and recall, potential fac­ 
tors to he put in action when ennui 
oppresses the political mind, some­ 
thing is apt to be set in motion. W hen 
some movements failed to do so well 
on election day their leading sponsors 
asserted that there would be some­ 
thing doing, and that very soon, and 
that's w hat is happening. Already 
petitions carrying many thousands of 
names are filed with Registrar of 
Voters W . M. K err asking practically 
what was embraced in Sinclair's plat­ 
form. 
These petitions ask that a 
fourth of the $25,000,000 voted for em­ 
ployment be set apart to procure lands 
on which unemployed be located to 
produce for use, also that factories 
be taken oved to be operated by the 
state, their products to he used in 
meeting the needs of the workers. This; 
plan differs in no essential from the 
one recently passed upon. In order to 
present the request to the legislature 
it will be necessary to secure 106,000 
names to the petitions and it is assert­ 
ed that a major portion of the number 
have already signed up. The request 
would have to be approved by a ma­ 
jority of the voters before becoming 
a law. 
The petitions contemplate submis­ 
sion of the initiative at a special elec­ 
tion to be held on the 15th of Feb­ 
ruary. At the same tim e it is pro­ 
posed to subm it other propositions 
which are set forth in petitions now 
circulated. Old age pension is one. 
W hat is called the Newton plan differs 
m aterially from the Townsend plan 
both as to the amount and the means 
of raising the necessary revenue. Ad­ 
vocates of the general proposition re­ 
gret to note this difference in details, 
realizing the effect on congress, which 
is apt to hold hack when advocates 
cannot agree among themselves. A 
tax on chain stores, ranging from $33 
to $2500 annually is proposed; that is, 
$33 for the first store. $1500 from 10 
to 19 and $2500 where there are 20 
or more stores. 
The recall is to be Invoked on Judge 
Frank C. Collier, retiring presiding 
superior judge. 
Judge Collier's of­ 
fense lies in his action in handling 
the case of fraudulent registration, 
just before election. W hatever the 
technical designation of the offense, 
he is charged with attem pting to dis­ 
franchise thousands of voters without 
a hearing. Threats of recalling Gover­ 
nor M erriam are already m ade, though 
not formally considered. And for the 
reason th at this officer cannot be made 
the subject of recall until after being 
in office six months. F or what is he 
to be recalled? It is safe to say that 
a cause of some sort can he trum ped 
up.The ease by which recall can be 
started and an initiative set in motion 
prevente permanence th at is essential 
in government. Public officers ought 
to feel secure enough to put into ef­ 
fect policies deliberately outlined and 
endorsed by the voters. With agitat­ 
ing politicians barking at their heels, 
threatening recall, they are unable to 


give the state their best service. Then 
laws resulting from the initiative are 
nearly always defective and difficult 
of interpretation by the courts. The 
statute books of this state are bur­ 
dened by a lot of lum ber placed there­ 
in through the doubtful medium of 
the referendum. 
The constitution needs revision. Im­ 
peachment of officers should be substi­ 
tuted for the recall. And lawmaking 
should he left to the legislature, where 
malfeasance or misconduct could he 
dealt with also by impeachment.— 
Reseda News.

Seeking to have steps taken to alter 
the lines between supervisorial dis­ 
tricts four and five, the first repre­ 
sented by himself and the latter by 
John Shaver, whose term will expire 
on January 7, Supervisor Robert E. 
Dillon of Beaumor.t Monday afternoon 
moved that proper action be taken in 
order that "another term of four 
years m ight not roll around before 
the adjustm ent could be made.” 
Other members of the board did 
not agree with Supervisor Dillon'p 
understanding as to the tim e limit 
within which such action could be 
taken.

Actions in condemnation of rights- 
of-way required for the Aguanga-Ca- 
huilla road and for a strip of land 
through the land of Elm o Parks, need­ 
ed for the proposed extension of the 
B street road in W est Riverside to a 
junction w ith Mission 
boulevard, 
were authorized. 
Ordinance No. 231, amending the 
salary ordinance, w as adopted, 
to 
make certain adjustm ents in salaries 
in the office of the county clerk and 
the bureau of county welfare and re­ 
lief. This increases the salary of the 
clerk of the board of supervisors to 
$2100 per annum, one clerk of the 
superior court to $1800, one assistant 
in the office of Mrs. Jane H. Dodge, 
welfare superintendent, to $1320, and 
one bookkeeper, one field worker and 
one social worker each to $1320.

WILL BE SUBJECT OF BITTER 
BATTLES DURING SESSION 


Sacram ento—The plaintive wail for 
cheaper drinks in California appears 
lost in the governmental clam or for 
new sources of revenue to bolster the 
state treasury. 
Elective officials, always in search 
of so-called "painless taxation,” have 
their hacks against the wall. The 
question facing the 1935 legislature ie 
one of finding something taxable that 
already is not burdened heavily. 
From this point the logic is com­ 
paratively simple. Repeal is so new 
that liquor is right up in the front 
row of public interest. Hard liquor 
is not taxed in California. The an­ 
swer: Tax hard liquor. 


how large a tax may be expected on 
hard liquor. W hatever the outcome, 
it will be a battle royal such as al­ 
ways lias featured the birth of liquor 
legislation in California. 
The one possible exception to the 
boost in liquor levies ie California 
wine. V inters of the state are organ­ 
ized to appear before the legislators 
with a plea for elimination of all 
levies on this California product

To back up this logic, some legis­ 
lators have pointed out that alcoholic 
beverages, as a whole, have carried 
a very nominal state tax burden in 
comparison with other commodities. 
Records of the state hoard of equal­ 
ization show that the first 11 months 
of repeal netted California a total of 
$3,385,235.34 from two m ajor liquor 
sources. The most im portant was the 
$2,032,859.74 collected by m eans of 
license fees ranging from $1 to $100 
a year. This money, after expenses 
were taken out, was divided, 60 per 
cent to cities and counties, and 40 
per cent to the state general fund. 
The rem ainder of the total income 
was made up from the 2 cents a gal­ 
lon tax on wine and beer. This levy 
brought in $1,352,375.60 between No­ 
vember 5, 1933, and November 1, 1934. 
Passage of the new liquor control 
law a t the November election already 
has taken care of an increase in the 
license fees. The fee for establish­ 
m ents w here hard liquor may he sold 
by the drink, for instance, was set 
by the board on a scale ranging from 
the minimum $250 to $450. 
Under this new schedule, liquor es­ 
tablishm ents in unincorporated areas 
and in cities under 20,000 population 
will pay $250 a year. In cities be­ 
tween 20,000 and 40.000 the fee will 
he' $300, and In cities over 40,000, 
$450. 
The schedule represents a comprom­ 
ise of dem ands, inasmuch as various 
interests have demanded rates rang­ 
ing from the flat minimum of $250 to 
as high ae $1,000 a year. 
As yet, legislators refuse to forecast
